RESOLUTION PROPOSE 
TO LEAVE DELEGATES FREE 


—_— 


Indications Point Now to _ the 
Largest Convention in History 
of State—Interesting Con- 
test Will Come Up on 
Floor of Conventic:. 


All day long yesterday the fight over 

the question, Shall the Georgia delega- 
tion to St. Louis go with or without 
instructions? was waged warnfly in the 
lobby of the Kimball and in the va- 
rious headquarters where delegates made 
their way in and out to find out what 
was golng on or to assist in its prog- 
ress 

Night came on witout bringing the 
of the chaotic state in 
which it lingered all day. Candidates 
for delegate to St. Louis were there min- 
gling in the large and growing throng, 
or holding cauceses in their various 
headquarters, but everywhere the ques- 
tion of instructions was uppermost. 

The element that hag all along opposed 
not only any instructions whatever, but 
even the indOrsément of Judge Alton B. 
Parker as the democratic candidate for 
prestdient, was practically eliminated as 
the result of the day’s discussion, for it 
became apparent that the vast majority 
of the delegates who will sit in the delib- 
erations of the convention tomorrow fa- 
vor Parker as the candidate. -The lead- 
ers of thig.element realized there was 
no use in endeavoring to defeat his in- 
dorsement by the convention, and the 
indications are that they will consent to 
the unit rule and*a preferential resolu- 
tion for Parker. 

Thus the contest will be waged square- 
ly between the element that has all 
along advocated straight out, iron- bound 
and irrevocable instructions, and the el- 
ement which opposes instructions, but 
does want the delegation to act under 
the Unit rule and to cast its vote 
for Judge Parker, unless it develops that 
he has no chance to win the nomination. 

The word ‘“instructions’’ seems to be 
the point upon which the contest mainly 
hinges. The element which has. !nsisted 
on unalterable and irrevocable instruc- 
tions and which hag preached this dor- 
trine for weeks and months weakened 
yesterday to the extent that it did noi 
propose to make the instructions unal- 
terable, but merely to instruct the del- 
egaion to support Judge Parker ‘‘so long 
ws there ig in the opinion of the mapor- 
ity of sai delegates a reasonable prob- 
ability of his nomination.”

Not in a good many years has there 
been so large an attendance at a state 
convention as there is upon this conven- 
tion of 1904. There has been none like 
it since 1896, and the indications: last 
night were that in point of numbers the 
crowd of this year exceeds even that of 
eight years ago.

It is not likely, however, that the del- 
egates.will be in a spirit to submit to an 
extended discussion. Certainly this will 
be the case so far as nominating speeches 
are concerned, and it is likely that these 
will be limited to one or two minutes, if 
they are not barred altogether. 


The first matter in hand will be tem- | 


Hon. J. J. Spald- 
ing, of Fulton county, will be chosen 
temporary chairman, while the secreta- 
ries, bofh temporary and permanent, in 
accordance with the usual custom of 
State conventions, will be the secretary 
of the senate and the clerk of the house 
of representatives, Hon..C. 8S.

Following the temporary organization 
the credentials committee will be ap- 
pointed, and before it will go the contests 
from Mitchel) and Hall counties. This 
fcommittee will have to pass upon the 
credentials of all the delegates, but the 
work can be shortly done unless the con- 
tests require considerable time. Upon this 
point wil] depend, perhaps, whether or 
not the convention adjourns for dinner. 

Permanent Organization. 

Permanent organization of the conven- 
tion will follow the report of the com- 
mittee on credentials, the first step being 
the election of Hon. M. J. Yeomans, of 
Daweon, as permanent chairman. For

BUT NO VOTE WAS TAKEN 


Failure of Caucus To Act Leaves 
Question of Instructions or Unit 
Rule and Simple Indorse- 
ment Open to the 
Convention. 


After continuous wild and stormy 
scenes of unabatable disorder lasting for 
almost an hour, the Parker caucus, which 
met last night at 9 o’clock in the ball 
Kimball house, adjourned

It was with a sort of low rumble that 
the proceedings began with a continuous 
buzzing of conversation, but not noise 
sufficient to squelch those speakers who 
had sufficient lung capacity and deter- 
mination.

Confusion Breaks Loose. 

When Mr. Sheffield, of Decatur, bégan 
to speak in opposition to the- resolution 
introduced by Judge Hamilton Mc- 
Whorter, providing for the unit rule and 
preferential resolutions for Parker, the 
confusion began in earnest. 

First there were cries of “‘Hurrsh for 
Jim Griggs!’’ These brought forth ap- 
plause and cheers from all parts of the 
hall. These cries were repeated at in- 
tervals. And then anywhere from fif- 
teen to twenty delegates tried to get the 
attention of the chairman at the same 
time. 

Judge E. H. Callaway, who was chair- 
man of the caucus, rapped. on the table 
with a strong stick, but rap after rap 
was ineffective as drops of water falling 
on the hardest rock. Chairman Calia- 
way refused to recognize anyone until 
Mr. Sheffield thad ylelded the floor. Mr. 


Sheffield did not yield nor did the crowd.

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Cries and cheers were kept in all 
parts of the hall. 

Tom Loyless tried to get the chairman's 
attention on a point of order. Roland 
Ellis shouted out a motion to adjourn. 
Dosh Massengale appealed for recogni- 
tion and Wanted the last resolution read 
again. Trox Bankston wanted to be 
recognized to make another motion. And 
fifteen or twenty others constantly ap- 
pealed to the chair for recognition. The 
chair was obdurate; the gentleman from 
Decatur still had the floor, 


Smith Moves To Adjourn. 

After this state of affairs had proceeded 
for half an hour or more, Burton Smith 
mounted the table on the platform, and 
despite the fact that several others climb- 
ed up after him, he managed to shout 
out a motion to adjourn loud enough 
to be heard by those immediately around. 
He made it understood that with auch 
confusion there was no use tn trying to 
attempt action, and his commanding fig- 
ure attracted many to an understanding 
of his motion, despite the almost deafen- - 
ing noise. 

Chairman Callaway then put the motion 
and the caucus was declared adjourned 
with the resolutions stil] pending. 

Two Resolutions Offered. 
Hon. William Simmons, of Gwinnett, 
acted as temporary chairman of the cau- 
cus, which assembled promptly at 9. 
o'clock. At that hour the hall wae 
packeg to the doors with all who could 
make their way inside or into the ga- 
leries. 

Congressman W. M. ‘Howard, of the 


eighth district, in a brief and appropri- 
ate speech, proposed for -chairman the 
name of Judge E. H. Callaway, of 
Richmond. Judgé Callaway was loudly 
cheered as his unanimous election was 
announced. 

After Judge Callaway shad thanked the 
caucus for the honor, Judge McWhor- 
ter nominated for secretaries of the 
caucus Hon. John tT. Bolfeuillet and 
Hon C. 8. Northen, and both were unan- 
imously elected. Neither of these were 
in the hall, however, and, upon motion

Colonel Estill, of Savannah, was among 
the early arrivals, He made it clear that 
while he had at no time been a candi- 
date, he would be willing to serve if it 
was desired by the convention. Editor 
Pendleton seemed perfectly serene and 
satisfied with the outlook. His support- 
ers feel confident of his winning. The 
North Georgians and indeed delegates 
from al] parts of the state, who are sup- 
porting Judge Maddox expressed su- 
preme confidence in his success. At Colon- 
al Smith’s headquarters there were no 
lack of predictions of the certainty of his 
being one of the four. Judge Griggs and 
his friends were kept busy receiving as- 
surances of support from friends in all 
the delegations and while they recognized 
that a special fight was being made on 
him -in some qcarters, they feft confident 
of victory. Judge Sweat’s supporters are 
most enthusiastic, claiming he is sure to 
be in the ledd when the votes are count- 
ed. Editor Gray was mingling with the 
delegates al] day and he too has the as- 
surances of his close friends that he will 
surely win. 

At an informai caucus of delegates 
from the ninth district, at which all the 
counties except one were represented, It 
was unanimously determined to support 
Hon. H. H. Perry for delegate at large. 
There chad been _some doubt of Senator 
Perry's @andldacy, but his name will cer- 
tainly be presented by the ninth district, 
and his friends from that district are 
enthusiastic in his support.

noon. Mr. Hardwick spoke earnestly in 
favor of these resolutions, urging that 
the state convention representing the 
people, had an unquestioned right to in- 
struct their agehts, the delegation to the 
St. Louis eonvention, as to what they 
wanted them to do. 

Congressman Hardwick then offered the 
resolutions as follows: 

Resolved, that the delegates thig day 
chosen to represent Georgia in the na- 
convention’ at St. 
Louis, be, and they are, hereby instruct- 
ed to cast the vote of this state for 
Judge Alton B. Parker, of New York, as 
the democratic nominee for president, so 
long as there is, in the opigion of the 
majority of said delegation, a reasonable 
probability of his nomination, and that 
fie vate of the state be cast as a unit 
on all questions, in accordance with the 
+ ga ga of a majority of said delega- 

Chairman Brown Heard. 

After the confusion had partially sub- 
sided, made by-cries among others of 
“Question! Question!’ Chairman E. T. 
Brown, of the state committee, man-: 
aged to make himself heard in behalf of 
the resolutions introduced by Congrese- 
man Hardwick. He declared that only 
two candidates had been presented to 
the people of this state, Parker and 
Hearst, One or two people aplauded 
Hearst's name. 

Mr. Brown said they might applaud 
Hearst if they wished, but the Parker 
men, he asserted, should stand up for 
their rights and not be put in. the at- 
titude of poltroons and cowards by wav- 
ering in their duty when principles were 
at stake. 

At this point there were cheers for 
“Three cheers for 
Jim Griggs!’ somebody shouted. After 
the cheers hag subsided Mr. Brown spoke 
of Cofigressman Griggs as his friend. 
and his voice became drowned in the con- 
fusion and noise. He concluded by 
urging that .every Parker man present 
advocate the resolutions offered by Con- 
gressman Hardwick. 

For the Unit Rule. 

There was again unquenchable disor- 
der that lasted for several minutes, until 
finally Judge Hamilton McWhorter, of 
Clarke, was recognized. 

Judge McWhorter declared that he, as 
well as almost every other man present, 
was devoted to Judge Parker’s interests 
and hoped to see him nominated as the 
democratic candidate. But thie was no 
time, he asserted emphatically, for. those 
who represented Parker’s interests to be 
calling each other poltroons and cow- 
ards. 

“Devoted as I am to the interests of 
that great jurist,” the said, “I also have 
some confidence in the delegation which 
Georgia may send to the St. Louis con+ 
vention. I trust that Parker will be 
nominated, but do not fail, fellow Geor- 
gians, to repose trust and confidence in 
the Georgians whom you may send to 
St. Louis.” ! 

Judge McWhorter then offered the fol- 
lowing resolutions providing for the 
unit rule and preferential resolutions for 
Judge Parker: 

Thsi ‘convention. recognizing the dis- 
tinguished services, eminent ability, and 
exalted character of Judge Alton Brooks 
Parker, of New York. beNeves, and here- 
by declares. with the present lights be- 
fore it, that he is the most available 
and acceptable candidate for our party 
for president, and that the sentiment of 
the democracy of this state {s favorable 
to his nomination. 

The vote of the Georgia delegation to 
the St. Louis cnvention shall be cast 
as @ unit, as may be decided by a ma- 
jority thereof on all questions submitted 
to the convention. 


Adjourned in Confusion. 

This was as far as the convention pro- 
ceeded. _ Dosh Massengale, of Warren, 
asked that the resolutions be read again. 
Mr. Sheffield, of Decatur, finally secured 
the floor and began a speech in oppo- 
sion to the resolutions offered by Judge 
McWhorter. Such resolutions might be 
fit for the state convention today, but 
they had no place in a Parker caucus, he 
declared.: The adoption of such resolu- 
tions would only mean a straddle, he 
sald. 

“I come from Decatur county, but !t is

Mulatress Charged with 
Mulcting Aged New York 
Capitalist. 


New York, May 3!.—The murder sev- 
eral months ago of Andrew Green, known 
as the father of Greater New York and 
one of New York’s most prominent pub- 
lic men, was recalled today when suit 
was brought by John R. Platt against 
Hannah Elias, a mulattress, to recover 
certain real‘ estate and money in banks 
held in her name. Mr. Green’s musgderer, 
a negro named Williams, said his victim 
had interfered to separate him (Wil- 
liams) and Hannah Elias. Williams was 
declared insane and sent to an asylum. 
He had annoyed Mr. Green for some time 
and Mr. Green had said he never saw the 
woman Williams referred to. It developed 
after the murder that Hanmah Elias had 
become wealthy and occupied a costly 
residence In Central Park, West. 

Mr. Platt in his suit asks the court 
tc hold that Hannah Elias holds prop- 
erty “As trustee for him on the ground 
that money paid for the grounds and 
premises were procured from him by 
“fraud, duress, coercion and blacxmail, 
without any corsideration.”’ 

In the papers filed Mr. Platt says that 
he is upward of eighty-three years old, 
a retired merchant in feeble health and 
a widower. He says that he first met 
Hannah Elias prior to January, 1896; 
that she represented herself to be a 
single woman of Spanish blood, but that 
he discOvered afterwards that she was 
the wife of one Matthew C. Davls. 

The papers go On to Say that’ soon 
after Mr. Platt formed her acquaintance 
she told him that he had gained her 
love. Mr. Platt says that these protes- 
tations of love were a scheme on her 
part to enable her to coerce and black- 
mail him into giving her large ‘sums of 
money.

The convention will then be opened for 
business and it ls probable that the for- 
mal nominations of state house officers 
and’ judges and solicitors general will be 
disposed of in short order. The name of 
Governor Terrell will be placed in: nomi- 
natidn by Hon. Warner Hill, who was 
his campaign manager two years ago, 
and who nominated him before the last 
convention. The names of other state 
house officers will be placed before the 
convention by well known friends, and 
with the unanimous vote of the conven- 
tion for each, this part of the proceedings 
wil] soon be over. 

The election of delegates to the nation- 
al democratio convention will. probably 
be the next step. The four delegates at 
large will be chosen by the convention as 
a whole. Two delegates from each con- 
gressional district will be nominated by 
the delegates from the _ respective dis- 
tricts, and the district delegates so pro- 
posed will be elected by the convention. 

The same is true of district electors and 
members of the new state executive 
committe, the district delegates propos- 
ing those of their own choice to Le for- 
mally elected by the convention. The 
convention as a whole will also choose 
two electors at large, making up a total 
electoral vote of thirteen, and will like- 
wise select four members of the state ex- 
ecutive committee from the state aft 
large. 

After the selection of delegates to the 
St. Louls corivention resolutions will be 
offered. some declaring for instructions 
for Parker and othtérs declaring for the 
unit rule and indorsing Judge Parker for 
the presidential nomination, This will 
bring on the great fight of the gathering 
the outcome of which will be watched 
with the greatest interest. 


The Platform. 

Much interest is manifestefl in the plat- 
form which will express the views of the 
Georgia democracy upon both state and 
national issues. It is known éyjat several 
tentative drafts have been made by dif- 
ferent gentlemen who expect to be mem- 
bers of the platform committee, and it fs 
expected that its work will be more than 
ordinarliy interesting. 

The work of the platform committee, 
when no great issues are involved, is 
usually of a perfunctory character; but 
it is the general expectation that. the 


committee will have a good deal of mat- 
ter submitted to it in the shape of reso- 
jutions which it will have to pass upon 
before reaching its final draft. 

In accordance with the usual practice In 
Georgia, the members of this committee 
will be named by the district delega- 
tions—two members from each congres- 
sional district. Where the district dele- 
gates fail to make these selections, they 
are made by the temporary chairman.

FIGHT IS WARM 
ON INSTRUCTIONS

Continued from First Page. 


Hoke Smith, in a conference of the Par- 
ker delegates held in the Kimball] at 
noon yesterday, when it was decided to 
call a caucus to be held last night in 
the Kimball ball room at which the 
question of instructions as proposed in 
this resolution, as well as other mat- 
ters, should be acted upon. 

It is in this shape that the fight will 
be carried to the floor of the conven- 
tion, one element standing for instruc- 
tions as long as there is any chance for 
Parker, and the other proposing the unit 
rule and a preferential .Parker resolu- 
tion. 

The Parker Conference. 

Shortly before noon, the announcement 
was made from the steps leading from the 
main corridor of the Kimball that there 
would be a caucus of the Parker dele- 
gates in the reading rooma above prompt- 
ly at noon. The announcement had the 
effect of drawing a large and represent- 
ative crowd, probably sixty or seventy in 
all, to the two large reading rooms. 

After the meeting had been called to 
order by Hon. W. L. Simmons, of Gwin- 
nett, Hon. Hoke Smith made a short 
statement of its purposes. He said that 
earlier in the day a dozen or more of the 
earnest and active friends of Judge Par 
ker had held an informa] conference about 
ways and means for best promoting that 
gentleman's candidacy, and it had been 
determined to ask all the friends of Judge 
Parker who could do so to meet in this 
conference at noon. Mr. Smith said it 
was the sense of those who had been 
at the preliminary conference that a full 
caccus of Parker supporters shoulld be 
held, but they did not feel as if they 
should assume the responsibility of issu- 
ing a call without conferring with all who 
thought with them. The object of the 
proposed caucus, he said, would be to 
determine whether it would be best to 
select four straight-out Parker men for 


delegates at large. He had been inform- 


ed that “the four or five Parker men,”’ 
who were candidates for the position of 
delegate at large wceuld be willing to sub- 
mit their claims to the caccus and abide 
its decision. Another question which 
should be passed upon by the caucus was 
whether it was advisable to press for the 
adoption of resolutions instructing the 
delegation to St. Louls. 

His statement about the candidates be- 
Ing willing to abide the action of the 
caucus and his reference to instructions 
resolutions were liberally cheered. 

It was suggested that before anything 
were done, it would be well to call the 
roll of counties to see which were repre- 
sented. This was done .There was no 


J canvass to ascertain whether those which 


responded were represented by. delegates 
or others, this nof being deemed neces- 
sary in view of the preliminary character 
of this meeting. ’ 

When Chairman Simmons put the ques- 
tion whether there should be a caucus 
there was a ringing response, which 
showed that everybody favored the idea. 
This was finally put into the form of a 
motion, so as to provide that all dele- 
gates favorable to Judge Parker should 
be invited, it being made plain, on mo- 
tion of Congressman Bartlett, that the 
sole test should be whether the delegate 
favored Judge Parker, and there should 
be no question raised about his views 
upon any othr question relative to the 
convention's proceedings. It was also 
made clear, at the suggestion of Judge 
Spencer Atkinson, that the caucus should 
be one of delegates only. 


The Smith Resolution. 

With this action the work of the pre- 
liminary meeting was declared ended. 
Before it broke up, however, Mr. Smith 
read the following resolution, which had 
been prepared to be submitted to the 
night caucus. He said the men who 
were urging instructions did not advvu- 
cate rock-ribbed, iron-bound instructions 
which should hold throughout the na- 
tional convention, whatever might hap- 
pen, but they would urge only reason- 
able instructions. The Smith resolu- 
tion was as follows: 

Resolved, That the delegation this day 
chosen to represent Georgia in the na- 
tlonal democratic convention be, and 
they are hereby, instructed to cast the 
vote of Georgia for Judge Alton B. 
Parker, of New York, as the demo- 
cratic nominee for president, so long as 
there is, in the opinion of the majority 
ve wuld delegates, a reasonable probabil- 
ity of his nomination, and that the vote 
of the state bée cast as a unit on all 
questions. as,

WILL COME UP 


Wright, of Augusta, To In- 
troduce Resolutions on 
Subject.

One of the questions which will be sub- 
mitted to the platform committee today 
for incorporation into the resolutions to 
be adopted by the convention is indorse- 
ment of the Australian ballot system 
for this state. 

An Australfan ballot bill is now pend- 
ing before the legislature. It is strong- 
ly advised by many influential men 
throughout the state that the conven- 


ion adopt resolutions calling upon the 


legislature to enact some legislation on 
that line. 

Hon. Boykin Wright, of Richmond, ms 
prepared a serles of resolutions which 
will be submitted to the convention to- 
day bearing upon this question. Mr. 
Wright's resolutions read as follows: 

Whereas, the democracy of this state, 
through the white democratic. primary 
system, is in practical control of the 
government of this commonwealth and 
is, on this account, under the most sol- 
emn obligation to :all the people to se- 
cure to them fair, honest and clean 
primary elections, 

And whereas, a failure to perform this 
trust will speedily and inevitably lead to 
the overthrow of the present system of 
white democratic/primary elections; 

Therefore be it resolved, That it is the 
sense of this convention that the legis- 
lature should promptly enact a law pro- 
viding that at all elections of every 
character whatsoever, including all pri- 
mary elections, the Australian secret bal- 


lot or some similar system shall be adopt- 


ed, wherein shall be included every safe- 
guard necessary to insure an absolutely 
pure and secret ballot. 

2. Resolved further, That it is the 
sense of this convention that the legis- 
lature should and it is ‘hereby request- 
ed to-pass an act to make all election 
and registration laws, both civil and 
criminal, now existing or hereafter pass- 
ed for the protection of the purity of 
the ballot, expressly aplicable to all pri- 
mary elections, municipal, county, state 
and federal, as well as to other elec- 
tions, so far as the same may be prac- 
ticable; and that all persons violating 
any of said laws in registering for or 
voting to any such primary election 
shall be subject to the same pains and 
penalties as are prescribed for such acts 
ut any ordinary election. 

8. Resolved further, That it is the 
sense of this convention that the legis- 
lature should and it is hereby petitioned 
to so amend thé exigting primary elec- 
tion’ lasw as to expressly provide for con- 
tests before the proper executive com- 
mittees of. the party, and to authorize 
the said c@mmitters, through themselves 
or sub-committes, to @uppoena witnesses, 
adminigter oatts and do such other acts 
as mage rgecessary under the rules and 
regulations of the party to ascertain and 
declare the person or persons entitled 
to receive the nomination of the party, 
and to provfe for appeals, etc. ;

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One Duty of the Convention. 

The state convention which as- 
sembles today has one great duty to 
perform in the interest of pure. elec- 
tions in Georgia. It should declare, in 
no uncertain’terms, in favor of the 
Passage by the legislature of an Aus- 
tralian ballot law. | 

The indorsement of such legislation 
should be definite, absolute and ex- 
plicit. Not explicit in regard to any 
particular measure, perhaps, but ex- 
plicit and emphatic in the demand 
that there shail be some election law 
with the Australian system, which has 
so spletididly stood the test of experi- 
ence in other states, as its basis. The 
law ‘should be worded so that it shall 
apply not alone to the general election, 
but especially to the primary elections, 
which under existing conditions are, 
of course, the equivalent of the gen- 
eral election as all real contests are 
determined in them. 

The pecessity for ballot reform 
legislation of this kind has been so 
clearly demonstrated by past experi- 
ence that there is no call for going it- 
to details in discussing the question. 
One does not have to go very far 
back for proof of the inadequacy of 
the prevailing system. It is no argu- 
ment to say that it has worked well 
in, some places, or in the majority of 
places; that the system opens up the 
possibility of abuses anywhere is a 
sufficient reason for a radical change; 
that such a change is necessary must 
be known to all men. 

It is of the highest importance to 
the people of the state’ and to the 
party to which is entrusted the admin- 
istration of its affairs that an Austra- 
lian ballot should be enacted in order 
that every possible safeguard be 
thrown around the ballot, fiirst to in- 
Sure to every man entitled to it the 
right to a free and untrammeled vote 
and, second, to insure the counting of 
every ballot as cast. 

There is now pending before the 
legislature an Australian ballot bill, 
of which Representative Kelly, of 
Glascock, is the author. That bill has 
_ passed the house and will be before 
the senate for consideration at the 
Coming session. The state convention 
should, by formal resolution couched 
in no uncertain terms, impress upon 
the senate the necessity for early con- 
sideration of this or some | 
measure, 

If the bill as it passed the house 
does not meet the requirements of the 
Georgia situation, it should be 
changed in any way necessary to per- 
fect it. There should be no unneces- 
sary quibbling, no unnecessary delay. 
In the interest of fairness, in the in- 
terest of the primary system, in the 
interest of the state, there should be 
prompt and decisive action. This wil] 
be insured if the state convention 
speaks out in no uncertain terms, and 
it should do so. | 

There is no danger that cam come 
to the democratic party in Georgia or 
to the people of the state quite sv 
great as that involved in the possibili- 
.ty of a corrupt ballot. The demo- 
cratic party owes it to itself to put 
into law every provision necessary to 
avert that danger. Should it fail to do 
so, and should the dissatisfaction with 
the present method be permitted to 
grow, some day serious trouble will 
darken the doors of the democratic 
household. .

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Pure Milk and Infant Mortality. 

The health officers of Chicago are 
congratulating themselves on the 
city’s latest health statistics, from 
which it appears that that there is a 
decided falling off in the death rate, 
particularly in infant mortality. The 
figures show a decrease of 17.7 p 
cent in the death rate of the under 
five-year age group this year from 
that of 1903; which was considered 
normal. 

The cause of this gratifying condi- 
tion is officially given as “the phe- 
nomenal infrequency of the contagious 
diseases.” It is said that the most 
striking decreases were in deaths 
from diphtheria, measles, scarlet fe- 
ver and whooping cough, the most 
prevalent diseases of childhood. ‘The 
health department of the city waged 
scientific war on germs, for it is now 
generally recognized that such epi- 
demics are spread by bacilli. The 
greatest possible precautions were 
taken with the result that the nor- 
mal spread of such diseases was con- 
siderably curtailed. 

But the excellent statistical show- 
ing must be in larger part attribute41 
to the pure milk crusade made by the 
common council of Chicago against 
unscrupulous and unclean dairymen. 
The most rigid system of milk inspec- 


/ tion was employed, and the deadly 


menace of dirty and adulterated milk 
was, at least, diminished. Cheated in- 
fants, doomed to an early grave by the 
dishonesty and carelessness of trade, 
were snatched as brands from the 
burning. They began to thrive on the 
dairyman’s milk after the “red can 
ordinance” went into effect. 

The peopie of Atlanta had the same 
kind of a fight on a smalier scale, 


| last year, and there js no doubt that 


the. quality of milk-sold in the city is 
better now than before the board of 
health Bégan its “publicity” system of 
inspection. With the beginning of the 
heated term our citizens will do well 
to take extra p utions in the 
handling of milk, and our health offi- 
cials should r@double their vigilance 
in the interest of the public healtb. 
The following simple diftections, given 
by the Chicago health department, 
should be followed by the housewife: 

It is highly tmportant that the milk be 
properly cared for after it has been de- 
livered. Milk should not be kept in an 
open vessel in a refrigerator with meats, 
vegetables or other articles of food, be- 
cause it will absorb odors from them. 
Milk should always be kept in a cool 
place, free from odor, and in a perfectly 
clean vessel of porcelain or glass; tin and 
wooden vessels are objectionable. The 
custom of leaving milk in open. vessels 
On the doorstep early in the morning is 
a bad one. Here it remains exposed to 
the heat, dust, insects and small ani- 
mals. 


Dust especially is to be avoided, be- 


| Cause adhering to it are enormous num- 


bers of bacterta. This dust gr dirt makes 
milk dangerous, and milk containing a 
large amount of sediment is ‘suspicious. 
Particles of dirt are a sure sign that 
geerms are abundant, and  siich milk 
should always be rejected by the cus- 
tamer. 

There are many “bottle-fed” babies 
in Atlanta Whose daily food supply 
comes through the. milkman. It 
should be insisted, by parent and 
health official alike, that only the 
purest milk be given them. 


‘ What Redress? } 
One cannot consider the outcome of 
the sensational case which President 
Roosevelt, and his chosen assistants 
under his direction, made against Gen- 
eral James N. Tyner without feeling 
very strongly that’ there should be 
s0me way in which the grievous wrong 
done ¢hat veteran official of the gov- 
ernment might be given adequate re- 
dress. Of coursé the prompt acquitt 
at the hands of. the jury which tri 
him is a splendid vindication; but 
Should there not be something more 
than that? 


Here is a man who gave his best 
days to the service of the government. 
He had grown gray in that service, and 
had won the confidence and respect of 
everybody familiar with his work— 
which is, perhaps, the highest reward 
that comes in return for duty conscien- 
tiously performed, for certainly the sal- 
aries paid to minor officials of the 
government are not large; an old man, 
worthy all the respect and commenda- 
tion given him. ~ 


Suddenly he is charged with a crime 
against the government. The evidence 
brought out upon the trial was proven 
to be of the flimsiest possible charac: 
ter—nothing, according to the jury’s 
view, to warrant the charge, Wheth- 
er the case had its inspiration in ma)- 
ice, as has been suggested, or merely 
upon the effort of somebody else to 
make for himself a record for officious 
prosecution, it is not necessary to dis- 
cuss. Whatever the inspiration, the 
jury has declared there was no war- 
rant for the case being made. 

General Tyner was removed in dis- 
grace from the office he held. Mor 
than this, he was branded a criminal 
by the president of the United States, 


.who went out of his way to prejudge 


the case in an official message to con- 
gress. No man with any sense of jus- 
tice could be callous to the letter 
which General Tyner wrote to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at the time, in which 
he said: 


It is true that, owing to two strokes of 
paralysis, my bodily powers have failed 
me, and I may have to face a truer and 
sterner judge ere many days; but my 
mental powers, ] thank God, have never 
suffered, and I trust will. not fall me 
until I have convinced the American pub- 
lic and you, as chief executive, that I 
have been honest, honorable and gtraight- 
forward in the sight of God and man. 

f also wish to deny your utterly un- 
wairanted statement that “the gross 
corruption in the case of Tyner has gone 
on for a number of years.’’ You should 
know, and your. subordinates do know, 
thai not one single act of corruption, 
gross or mild, ‘has been discovered 
against me, and that the United States 
government, with its forty inspectors 
and chief inquisitor, Mr. Bristow, will 
be unable to discover one. 

I thave tried by forty-odd years of 
faithful service to my country to prove 


.my zea] for faithfulness and honesty in 


the public service, and I now say to you, 
the president of the United States, my 
chief accuser, ag if it were the last 
words I shall evger utter, in your well- 
recognized and honorable zea! for the 
public good you have allowed yourself 
to be decelved and imposed upon: and 
while I cannot hope for a hearing at 
your hands, J shall at least give myself 
the wretched soldce of having denied 
these wrongs and of having demanded 
that hearing which right and justice 
out to accord me. 

Genera] Tyner was 7% years old in 
January last. He had never failed to 
perform his duty faithfully and well. 
Upon charges proven utterly ground- 
less he was discharged from office, 
branded ruthlessly as & guilty criminal, 
put to the heavy expense of a trial 
in which the, government paid not on. 
ly the regular attorneys for the prose- 
cution, but hired special attorneys, 
and placed the accused under a men- 
tal strain which must necessarily has- 
ten his death. ! 


Acquittal is a complete vindication, 
it will be argued. Technically, yes. 
But the fact that such a charge has 
been made against a man travels far- 
ther and lives longer than the vindica- 
tion of the courts. Should there not 
be some other redress?

Cattle Raising in the South. 

Under the head of “Cattle Ranches 
in the South” The Washington Post 
of recent date has an editorial lauding 
the great stock-growing possibilities 
of the far south. Our esteemed con- 
temporary’s article is based on the 
press report that certain Chicago 
Capitalists are about to purchase a 
million acres of land in Alabama and 
across the line in Florida, with the in- 
tention of using it for a big cattle 
ranch. 

Speaking of the peculiar natural 
adaptability. of the-tide water section | 


a large scale, The Past says: 

Not only is water plentiful and forest 
abundant, the grasses. are of riotous 
growth, and there is, besides, a vast area 
of what is known as ‘“‘canebrake,” where 
the cover defies the most Violent caprices 
of climate—always rare, however—and 
wherg green food in profusion is peren- 
mial. There. are no snow storms, no 
famines, no unavoidable exposure to 
cold and wind. At very infrequent in- 
tervals the mercuf¥ descends to the freez- 
Ing point, but there is always the wood- 
land, Where wintry blasts can never pen- 
etrate, and there is. moreover, the “cane- 
brake,” dense as any African or Asiatic 
jungle, with eternal and inexhaustible 
supplies of fresh, succutent and whole- 
some pasturage. We are not at all sure 
that the tender shoots of the cane—say 
6 or 8 inches high—are less delicate and 
Sustaining than the very finest celery. 
At all events, it is @ fact already demon-

care, 

The Post predicts that the enter 
prise of the Chicago capitalists, once 
undertaken, “will be the most success- 
ful venture of the day,” but questions 
‘whether the southerners are wise in 
Parting with their lands, unless at 
high and satisfactory prices.” 

In this The Post is right and it is 
for the reason that these lands are so 
valuable, whether sold to the Chicago 
Capitalists for a+sfair price or other- 
wise, that The Constitution does not 
believe they can long be used as wild 
cattle range. Lands that will pro- 
duce $300 worth of strawberries for 
early market to the. acre, and other 
truck crops at equally fancy prices, 
will some day be utilized more profit- 
ably than for cattle pasturage—unless 
there is competition in the buying ot 
shipping steers at the Chicago stock 
yards. It {s only on lands that cannot 
profitably be utilized otherwise that 
range cattle can be produced on the 
ranch system. 

What The Post says about the cane- 
brakes and waste places of the far 
south is practical enough, but the 
south’s great adaptability for stock 
raising on a commercial scale is only 
augmented by these natural advan- 
tages. The south Is destined to be- 
come, along with its manifold re- 
sources, a great stock raising country 
through the intensive system of feed- 
ing, not through “free range.” As The 
Constitution has frequently pointed 
out, southern opportunity in this direc- 
tion lies in the cultivation of’the le- 
gumes, such as stock peas, velvet 
beans and alfalfa, and heavy crops of 
cassava. By this system a great many 
cattle can be raised on a comparative- 
ly small acreage, and cheaply raised 
and fattened gor market, as has been 
demonstrated, notably by the Louis- 
jana experiment station. 

Although the part of the south best 
adapted to this industry is sub-tropi- 
cal, in most sections of it the poverty 
of the soil is such that luxuriant 
grasses and edible foliage are not to 
be had without effort on man’s part. 
For this reason, ahd in this connec- 
tion, the recent agricultural depart- 
ment discovery of a_ soil bacillus 
which, when soaked in water applied 
to the seed, endows the seed with 
remarkable vitality and causes “worn- 
out” land to yield leguminous crops 
abundantly, offers peculiar encourage- 
ment to cattle culture in the south. It 
would be possible, should the new 
method prove all that is claimed for 
it, to make the greater part of the 
southern states a heavy producer of 
shipping steers, and, at the same 
time, to “bring up” our exhausted soil 
to a fertility that made possible valu. 
able permanent pasturage. The roots 
of these legumes, allowed to decom- 
pose in the soil, enrich it so that it 
will, in time, produce almost any va- 
riety of crop abundantly. 

The south has undreamed of pos- 
sibilities in stock raising by the “‘in- 
tensive” method, even though our 
lands become much too valuable for 
pasture.

The social 
equality phase I had not the remotest 
thought of when I uttered the remarks, 
which has been made a theme for 
such an extended misrepresentation. 
Hundreds of newspaper clippings, from 
all parts of the country, have been for- 
warded to my address here in Atlanta, 
none of which have quoted me accurate- 
ly. They are, in the main, the garbled 
reports uf newspaper agents, who failed 
to copy My precise language. 

I did say, however, that primordial 
man was black, or that In the beginning 
all men were black, in my address be- 
fore a goodly numbér of delegates to our 
general conference, and a multitude of 
people. But such an assertion, or, as I 
would put it, archeological declaration, 
was nothing new, as some would appear 
to make it. 

I have been giving utterance to similar 
remarks for twenty years or more, while 
I have been a student of geology for 
forty-five years, and of archeology for 
over thirty years. I grant that the con- 
ception was not original with me. But 
when the celehrated Alexander Winchell, 
professor of zoology, lost ‘his chair in a 
distinguished university because he as- 
sumed the same position, I began to 
study the question, and have given it 
years of study and investigation, in dif- 
ferent countries, and through different 
museums, till I am now satisfied of the 
correctness of what I asgerted. But this 
was nothing new. I said the same \thing 
before the world’s fair tn 1893, in the 
presence of twenty times as many per- 
sons as were present the other evening, 
and it was:then published all over the 
United States, in Great Britain and in- 
deeq everywhere the English language 
is read and spoken. And I received let- 
ters of indoraement from the most 
learned men on earth. And indeed, the 
enunciation of the same has brought me 
in contact with a number of the most 
scholarly men that live. And I cannot 
see for what reason so much is now 
being said. 
foreign comments should be so lavishly 
indulged in, especially by such a num- 
ber of editors, who have not the most 
distant ideaxwof what they are talking, 
for I have read some of the wildest 
and indeed the most unnatural remarks 
from men who woulg shudder at being 
called ignorant, and would become en- 
raged if they knew that they were so 
looked upon. The only redeeming fea- 
ture that runs through all these com- 
ments is that I have only seen one, 
which has ‘been abusive. To me, this 
is a marvelous fact. You say, “if the 
theory of Turner is accepted by his fel- 
low negroes, why should there be any 
further talk of race issues, etc.’’ 


among the people of my race. Very 
few, for sufficient reasons, will accept 
what you call my theory, but what lI re- 
gard as a fact. But many of the most 
learned ethnological. antiquarians and 
world famed anthropologists do accept 
it; do believe it and know it infinitely 
better than we know a great many 
things which we prate about as a his- 
toric truism. 

There are a number of white college 
ethnologists in this country, to my 
knowledge, who believe the same, if they 
do not say so, and two of them are pro- 
fessors in southern colleges. One of the 
most learned. and famous antiquarians 
or archeologists of England, with whom I 
have conversed, is writing a book, set- 
| ting forth the same. And others connect- 
ed with the British museum say that man 
was not originally white when he first 
came into existence. And every person 
who is not white in this country Its black. 
Many of these little amateur scientists 
would be astonished to know how many 
scholarly and able white archeologists 
believe aij that Turner proclaimed and 
even more,

this so-called chronology that Archbishop 
Usher has given us is hardly worth the 
paper it is written upon, beyond the foun- 
dation of the Roman empire.

I am a cosmopolitan. God created me 
thus, and man cannot undo it, and I am 
satisfied. I only wanted my race to 
know that bleck is no disgrace, no dis- 
honor, and should be no discouragement, 
if it is a color, it is the oldest color 
erd the. most venerable by reason of 
age. The heaven and the earth were 
once dark or black, and God had to say 
“Tet there be light.” White and light 
were made, not created, as an after act 
of the Almighty. White 4 eople will say 
i. was a supplement or an improvement. 
Well be it so, but murk, darkness or 
blackness was first. It is enough for me, 
that not only man, but all creation was 
once dark.

Politics Behind It. 

There was an election in Douglas coun- 
ty in October, 1902, in which the two 
factiong had their favorite candidates. 
After a verY warm campaign, which did 
not lack in excitement, the faction that 
lost out, or rather which did not win as 
shown by the returns, contested the 
election. The contest was decided by 
Judge Janes. It was alleged that Judge 
Janes had allied himself with the fac- 
tlon which had lost. The contest was 
over th® offices of sheriff, tax collector 
and treasurer. Judge Janes decided in 
favor of the contestants. Thereupon the 
contestees held a mass meeting and de- 
nounced the decision of the judge. It 
Was openly stated that Judge Janes had 
allowed his partisan feelings to bias his 
decision.

foremost among the institutions of its 
class, it is today largely offi¢ered by 
men: of southern birth. It was a south- 
ern country doctor who first dared test 
the lethal antidote to pain and gave the 
world, in angsthesia, release from suffer- 
ing incalculable; and tthe ‘old-field 
school,’’ dear to the traditions of the

The Educational Problem. 


But in our communal endeavors our 
attitude collectively toward great public 
questions and public enterprises of local 
interest and sectional importance we fre- 
gently exercise, I fear, a caution in ini- 
tiative and a tmidity in performance 
scarce compatible with a perfect belief 
in our own abilities or firm faith in our 
own powers' Take, for example, this 
matter of education. If the experience 
of mankind has demonstrated; if the re- 
cent history of the foramost nations at- 
tests, that the prosperity, the happiness, 
the independence of a people keep pace 
alone with the develoment of its brain 
power; f critical inquiry discloses that 
the most effective means of development 
is ‘through public education of the people 
for the people and by the people locally 
concerned; if the voice of those best 
qualified to judge asserts that chief, in 
many respects, among’ the educative 
agencies, are great technical schools 
and institutions of higher learning; why 
should southern intelligence wait to be 
wooed to tardy and reluctant acquiesence 
at alien tongues, and why should south- 
ern communities and their leaders, south- 
ern statesmen, hesitate to make liberally 
an appropriate investment of southern 
money in southern brains? Is it because 
we mistrust the possession by southern 
youths of an inheritance of native abil- 
ity? Our dearest foes concede our large 
legacy of the gifts which go to the mak- 
ing of the statesman, the orator, the 
patriot. I have shown it to be demon- 
strable that our ancestral abi!lities were 
no less those of the wealth producer, the 
industrial captain, the empire builder, if 
fudged by modern standards. It is not 
rather because we mistrust our @wn abil- 
ity to administer upon this. cholce es- 
tate and are somewhat lacking in that 
communal self-reliance which dares ven- 
ture to the Ilmit in a faith which is fixed. 
To a self-respecting, to a self-reliant peo- 
ple, to a peaple of faith, of hope, this 
ghould not be. If we believe we are able, 
or shall be able to settle for ourselves 
the local problems which confront us, of 
material rehabilitation, of industrial de- 
velopment, of social peace, of intellectual 
growth, let us frankly put the world 
on notice to that effect and address our- 
selves bravely, patiently and conscien- 
tiously to the task. Not in bravado, not 
in egotism, not with contemptuous disre- 
gard of other opinions than our own, but 
in the conviction that our self-respect 
permits no other way and in the firm 
faith that our own brains and hearts 
are equa] to the task. If we are per- 
suaded, for example, that the education 
of our youth—our own youth—is the best, 
the necessary guarantee of the prosper- 
ity and safety of the commonwealth, let 
us determine for ourselves in what man- 
ner, to what extent, by what proportion 
of our resources and in what equities the 
great work shall be prosecuted, and then, 
when necessary, by our own hands, from 
our own purses, with our OWn Money, let 
us pay the cost.

It was the 
first bright ray the many depositors have 
had sincé the dark clouds arose on the 
morning of the failure and it was quite 
a line there was on the sidewalk even be- 
fore the opening hours for banks rolled 


around. As the depositor with book in 
hand entered the bank into which he had 


laid uf- his coin artd from which he had: 


drawn it as it was needed his book was 
passed on to a notary, before whom he 
certified to its correctness. Then for that 
certification the depositor’ was asked to 
pay a fee of 25 cents to the notary. 

None of the book-bearing depositors 
could see why he should be required to 
pay out 2 bits to prove he had the amount 
of money his book showed in the bank 
when the books of the banks showed the 
same thing. Mutters and kicks multiplied 
but there seemed no escape until Hon 
Ben Jones came up with his book. Myr. 
Jones flatly refused to pay the amount, 
and when the matter was brought to the 
attention of Bank Examiner Albertsun 
that official declared it was no concern 
of his. He made it plain that only a 
certain showing by the depositors would 
be acceptable to him under the rules over 
him.

Over 
two hundred railway cars are usable, 
but all small railway bridges in the 
nelghborhood are destroyed. All) dock 
piers except the great pier which was 
sunk, remain uninjured. Some stecm 
launches were also found at the mouth 
of the dock.”’ 

It is evident the Russians fied qcickly 
when Nan-Shan hill was lost, expecting 
that General Oku would immediately take 
possession of Dalny. All previous reports 
of the occupation of the town were 
false.

St. Petersburg, May 3!. —The war of-

that the Russians left Tallenwan May 
26 for Port Arthur after burning every- 
thing likely to be of use to the Japa- 
nese. Bandits later took possession of 
the town and were pillaging whan the 
Japanese cavalry appeared, May 27. On 
May 26 the Russians left Port Dalny, pre- 
viously burning the offices and residences, 
destroying the railroad and cutting three 
large merchantmen and all the dredges 
and launches. 

Some of the refugees also say the Rus- 
sians destroyed the gunboat Bohr, which 
ig believed to have taken part in the 
battle of Thursday last at Kin-Chou and 
three torpedo boatgm Others say these 
vessels returned to Port Arthur. 

A Chinese contractur, who had built 
most of Dalny for the Russians, was 
held for ransom and his clerks were 
killed. The town was still burning May 
28, when the refugees started for Chee- 
foo. 

The Japanese had not appeared 
Dalny up to that. time. 

One junk was leaving Dalny, and was 
sunk by bandits, and fifty persons were 
drowned. The -Chinese who have arrived 
here did not leave Dalny or Talienwan 
because they were afraid of the Japa- 
gnese or the Russians.

Imthense Stores of Powder and 
Other “Explosive Materials Are 
Stolen — Even Gifts for 
the Soldiers Were 
Stolen.

Berlin, May 3!.—The revelations of the 
fearfu] corruption carrieq@ on from the 
highest to the lowest official circles in 
Russia are, according to private letters 
from 8t. Petersburg, arousing great in- 
dignation among the general public there. 

It is now believed that the recently 
frustrated attempt to blow up the for- 
tress of Cronstadt was not the work of 
a JapaneéSe spy, as was announced by 
the authorities, and that the criminal 
must be sought nearer home. 

It is said that immense stores of pow- 
der and other explosive material, which 
are kept in the fortress, were shortly 
to be overhauled, when the fact that 
great quantities were missing would be 
discovered. As so frequently happens in 
Russia the money alloted for the pur- 
chase of such stores had not all been 
applied to the purpose, and to prevent a 
disclosure of the fact a little explosion 
Hg been planned by somebody concern- 
ed. 

Even gifts sent to the soldfers fighting 
for their country are not safe from depre- 
dators. A large number of Russian ladies 
of the highest rank work at the Winter 
Palace, under the personal] direction of 
the «Sarina, in preparing body linen for 
the sick and wounded Russian soldiers. 
Hardiy a case, however. reaches its des- 
tination intact, the boxes being broken 
open on the railWay journey, and saw- 
dust or small stones put in to make up 
the weight of the articles extracted. 

At Irkutsk a high official suddenly or- 
dered one such case to be opened in his 
presence. It contained 50 pairs of socks 
Instead of the 500 pairs which had been 
put in it at St. Petersburg.

The following announcement from the 
firm was read on the cotton exchange: 

‘““We hereby announce to the members 
of the cotton exchange that through 
the absence of our: head and trusted 
clerk and who has left his books in 
an imvolved condition, we are obliged 
to suspend. We trust this suspension 
will only be temporary. 

“We would request all members of the 
exchange hawing open comtracts with 
our firm to present th¢ same to us with 
accounts at once. We further state that 
we have very few open contracts on the 
New York cotton exchange and that 
these balance each other. 

August Skillen, the legal representa- 
tive of the firm, said that the Chicago 
board of trade accounts ‘of the suspend- 
ed firm were badly tangled up. A week 
ago it was said Cameron left the office, 
saying he was going to Brooklyn, where 
his baby was ill. Mrs. Cameron called 
at the firm’s office today and told the 
officials of the company .that she had 
not seen her husband since that day. 

Cameron had been jin the employ of the 
company for fifteen years. 

Members of the firm say their local cot- 
ton accounts are all right and have al- 
ready been adjusted, and that the 
property of the firm improperly diverted 
was comparatively small and not nearly 
$100,000. 

Sevdral claims to meet notes were 
made some time ago by firms doing busi- 
ness with Munn & Co. by ‘houses credi- 
tors to the suspended firm, and in this 
way it was discovered that something 
Was wrong, and on examination of the 
books the irregularities were disclosed. 

D. Munn, San & Co. are members of 
the Chicago board of trade. The prin- 
cipal trouble, they said this afternoon, 
was in the ClWWecago account, the cotton 
and coffee losses being slight. 

The cotton market was very little af- 
fected by the suspension.

SUPREME COURT 
ON FILIPINOS 


Government Loses in Num- 
ber of Cases Decided

Wasnington, 3!.—In 

States court opinions 
handed down today in three cases 
volving questions pertaining ta admin- 
istration of criminal law in the Philip- 
pine islands. ‘Yhe points raised are as 
to the rights of the government to ap- 
peal criminal cases and of the accused 
person to demand trial by jury. 
+ The first case was that of Kepner v. 
the United States. Kepner practiced law 
in Manila and was charged with em- 
bezziement. The court of the first in- 
stance acquitted him, but the supreme 
court of the islands eonvicted him. ‘lhe 
case was then appealed to the United 
Staies supreme court by Kepner on tne 
ground that by the process of appeal he 
was put twice in jeopardy contrary to 
the conatitution of the United States. 
The opinion by Justice ‘Day sustained 
this view, reversing the decision of the 
Philippine supreme court, Justices Brown, 
White and McKenna dissented. The case 
of Mendozong v. the United States, in- 
volving the aame question, was similarly 
rendered in favor of Mendozono. 

Another Philippine case was that of 
Dorr & O’Brien, in which I!s contained 
the question of the right of the defend- 
ant. to demand a trial by jury in the 
Philippines in the absence of congres- 
sional enactment granting such right. 
The court held that tne constitution does 
not carry right without legislative en- 
actment, Dorr & O’Brien were editors 
of a newspaper published tn Manila, and 
were prosecuted for criminal libe}. 

Justice Harlan delivered a vigorous dis- 
senting opinion, and Said the decision 
was contrary to the law system, and 
giving the opinign of the court to -be in 
effect an amegdment to the constitution 
of the United Btates.

While attempting to commit burglary 
at the home of E. P. Wrenn, 58 Nelson 
street, at 10:15 o’clock last night, Charles 
Ewton, 20 years old, was shot at, once 
by Mrs. Wrenn and once by her husband, 
each shot failing to take effect. The 
negro was afterward chased a short dis- 
tance and arrested under the house three 
doors from Mr. Wrenn’s residence, B. H. 
Pickett holding the negro untt) the ar- 
rival of Call Officers Mayo and Tibbs. 

Mrs. Wrrenn and her (|5-year-old daugh- 
ter retired shortly after 9 o’clock and an 
hour later they became aware of the pres. 
ence of a man in the room... Mrs. Wrenn 
arose and, seeing the form outlined be- 
tween henself and the window, secured a 
Tevolver and shot at the man. 


* As soon as the piste] was fired the ne- 


gro jumped through the window and dis- 
appeared. A diligent search of the neigh- 
borhood failed to reveal his whereabouts, 
and thinking the burglar had been chased 
away from the premises the family again 
retired, 

Again Tried To Enter Room. 

Hardly had the excitement occasioned 
by the first attempt at robbery or assault 
and the firing of the pisto] subsided be- 
fore Mr. Wrenn heard a noise as of some- 
one in the same room that had been en- 
tered before. Hurriedly grasping his re- 
volver, he entered the room and saw a 
man with his body half in the window 
and half out. He shot at him once, but 
the bullet went wide of the mark. After 
this the revolver failed to work and the 
bold intruder dropped from the window 
for the second time. 

The firing Of the shots caused a crowd 
to gather and one of the young men 
nearby saw a dark form disappear over 
a fence in an adjoining yard. Quickly 
following the young man went into the 
Same yard, and, after jumping three 
fences, finally came across a negro under 
the house three doors distant, 

E. H. Pickett, one of the members of 
the crowd that had been congregated by 
reason of the firing of the shots, caught 
the negro and held him until the arrival 
of the officers. 

When Call Officers Mayo and Tibbs 
reached the house they found the negro’ 
was barefooted and minus his cvuat. When 
askefi where tnese articles of wearing ap- 
pare} were he replied that he. had leit 
nem’ at home. A search of the Wrenn 
premises showed that the negro had left 
nis shoes and coat under the bed room 
window of Mrs. Wrenn and her daughier. 

When the coat und shoes were found 
Ewton was asked to make an explana- 
tion. but refused to do so, saying he had 
rather have been shot and killed than 
arrested on so serious a charge.

Macon Aldermen _ Discuss 
Tax Exemption in Lively 
Manner.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., May 3!1.—(Special.)—The 
board of aldermen tonight devoted its 
time to the exemption from taxation of 
properties in the city used for manufac- 
turing and benevolent purposes, and the 


st ject was discussed fully and at length. ! 


The McCaw Manufacturing Company 
and the Acme Brewing Company's exemp- 
tion from taxation brought on the debate, 
Alderman Jones declaring that the city 
could never pay its debts if the board 
of aldermen voted away the taxes to 
which the city is entitled. Alderman 
Chestney asserted that in his opinion 
these exemptions were a matter of law. 

“Yes,” said Alderman Jones, replying, 
“it is unquestionably a matter of law 
and for some time I have been thinking 
of carrying the matter into the courts 
myself. J have often wondered why no 
citizen had the nerve to do go before. 
No one has a right in my opinion to 
vote ‘away the taxes of the city. 

A number of cases in which the prop- 
erty of churches and tDentvolent institu- 
tions which have been @xempt and are 
seeking exemption from’ taxation were 
brought up. It was then that’ Alderman 
Jones declared: “I either want taxes co}- 
lected. as they should be or I want the 
right to stop paying them myself.” 

Alderman Massee moved to reconsider 
the action in the McCaw and the Acme 
tax fi. fas cases and refer them to The fi- 
nance committee. 

“As a substitute,” said Alderman 
Jones, “I move that the fi. fas. be given 
to the city treasurer ‘and that he burn 
them up. Give it all back and then see 
where we land. The question was, ypon 
motion of Aldermcar Burdick, referred 
to the finance corzsmittee. A number of 
petitions were presented and referred to 
the appropriate committees, while a 
bundle of reports from standing commit- 
tees weré presented, read and disposed of.

FATE OF KING 
NOW SETTLED 


O'Keefe, of Yap, Is Dead, 
According To Mc- 
Kelvey. 


Savangah, Ga., May 31!.—(Special.)— 
Light has been thrown upon the fate of 
King O’Keefe of Yap. The Savannah 
man who went to the South seas was 
shipwrecked on Yap, became the ruler of 
the islands and amassed a fortune there 
and at Hong Kong and was shipwrecked 
and drowned supposedly, though his body 
was said never to have been found.

Georgia Association Now in 
Session at Marietta 


Members Discuss the Best M:thods 
of Handling the Coming Record- 
Breaking Crop and Oonsicie: 
Names of Commission Mes 
with Whom To Place 
Fruit.

Marietta, Ga. May 3!.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia Fruit Growers’ Association 
met at the Kenesaw house at I! o'clock 
this morning. The forenoon session last- 
‘ed until 12:30. The afternoon session 
began at 2 o’clock and lasted till 6. The 
entire time was consumed in interesting 
and important discussions. The most im- 
portant of the subjects was the handling 
of the present crop. There were present 
President Hughes, Secretary Hazelhurst 
and about forty members of the associa- 
tion and several prominent railroad of- 
ficials. The reports from the different 
sections of the state show that one of 
the largest crops on record for Georgia 
is to be handled. The-morning’s session 
was taken up after receiving reports as 
to prospects and-condition of the crops 
in a general discussion as to treatment 
_ and: combatting enemies of the peach. A 
committea was appointed to investigate 
from data furnished and report at. the 
afternoon session the names of reliable 
commission men in the various cities to 
which growers expect to ship their fruit, 

Cunningham Speaks. 

At the afternoon session Hon, John J. 
Cunningham, of the American Fruit 
Union, made a lengthy talk on the 
proper handling of the crop, and gave his 
experlence as an officer of this associa-, 
tion in shipping for the last ten years. 
This questton was discussed at length 
by many members of the association as it 
is considered a very important one, Pro- 
fessor Newell, state entomologist, made 
seyeral talks upon peach culture, and 
the enemies to the peach. He also dis- 
cussefi at some length the working of the 
department of entomology and gave a list 
of expenditures, which showed the de- 
partment to be very badly hampered for 
the lack of funds, A resolution was 
adopted by the association. asking the 
next legislature to appropriate an amount 
sufficient for the neds of the department. 
not less than $15,000 per annum. The 
committee on commission houses made 
their report, recommending quite. a num- 
ber of houses in each of the cities of 
which the association expects to ship 
fruit this season. 


RECORD BROKEN 
-, BY WALTHOUR 


Atlantan Easily Won From 
Butler, Leander and 
Stinson. 


Cambridge, Mass., May 3!.—Robert 
Walthour, at Charles River park tonight, 
established new world’s records for pace 
followera by riding 30 miles !n compe- 
tition in 33 minutes 52 3-5 seconds. | 

Four men started in the race, Bobby 
Walthour, Nat Butler, George Leander 
and Willlam Stinson. Leander took the 
lead.at the start, but was passed by 
Wauthour in the second mile and the 
southerner equalled the world’s record at 
4 miles and established new records up 
to the end of the race. 

The previous record was made by Har- 
ry Caldwell in 1903, and was 35 minutes 
16 4-5 seconds, 

Stinson was not properly going when 
the gun was fired and retired after a 
few laps. Walthour easily distanced his 
other competitors, Leander finishing sec- 
ond and Butler third. 

Walthour will not ride in Atlanta Mon- 
day night as has been previously an- 
nounced. 


The champion will arrive in Atlanta 
Thursday afternoon, one day later than 
expected. As soon as he arrives in the 
city he wiil start training on the track 
at Piedmont park, as he reaiizes that he 
has one of tne best riders in the cycle 
world opposed to him. Added to this Nat 
Butler has had the advantage of one 
month’s training on the Atlanta track, 
which will be a great aid to him. 

Afrangements are being made to give 
Walthour an ovation when he reaches 
Atlanta. He Will be met at the depot by 
a brass band and all his friends and 
then a procession through the streets of 
fhe city ig scheduled. 

He will ride in a carriage drawn by 
four white horses and will listen to the 
music of the band leading the proces- 
sion. Walthour, Lawson, Butler and 
SAunders are all expected to arrive 
Thursday afternoon at 3:35 o’elock over 
the Southern. 

The fr8i race will consist of three heats 
of 5 miles each.

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PATHETIC PLEA 
WON GOVERNOR 


Child’s Letter Is Followed by 
Pardoning of Her 
Father. 


The pathetic plea of a little 6-year-old 
girl, begging Governor Terrell to pardon 
her father, has had its weight and yes- 
terday a full pardon was granted to J. 
J. Reed, of Chatham county, who was 
convicted of voluntary manslaughter in 
July, 1900, and was sentenced to serve 
a term of fifteen years fn the state peni- 
tentiary. 

Reed shot and killed a negro named 
James Stewart, the negro is said to have 
been drunk at the time and by his lan- 
guage and what amounted to an assault 
provoked Reed to the point where he 
could not restrain himself, and Reed shot 
him. He was convicted four years ago 
and has since been serving his sentence 
at the convict camp at’ Fargo, Ga. 

Reed. has been represented in his appH- 
cation for pardon before the prison cOm- 
mission by Hon. Shelby Myrick, of 8a- 
Vannah, who made out a strong case in 
his behalf. His wife and two children, 
who live in Savannah, are practically de- 
pendent upon him, and there were many 
reconrmendations before the commission 
in Reed’s behalf. 

One of the@strongest appeals, undoubt- 
edly the strongest, came from Reed's 
little 6-year-old girl, whose. letter to the 
governor touched the heart of that offi- 
cial. The result was the prison com- 
mission, convinced that Reed had been 
sufficiently punished for his act, which 
was partly in-self-defense, recommended 
a full pardon yesterday and this action 
was promptly approved by the governor, 
the: joyful news being wired at once to 
his family in Savannah. 

This is the letter from little Katie Reed, 
which did much toward winning over the 
prison commission and the governor in 
her father’s behalf: 

“Dear Mr. Governore: My mama ses 
you are the: greatest man in Georgear 
but i think my papa is the greatest man 
in the hole world because ji luv him bet- 
ter than all the res, My mama ses you 
can giv him back to me if you want to. 
Plees do it and i will luv you better 
than any one but my papa. i am a little 
girl just 6 an i pray every nite for my 
papa to cum home an i will pray for 
you every nite as long as i live if you 
will sen my deer papa-back to me an 
my little bruther. Your little fren, 
“KATIE REED.”

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BEAVER VALLEY 
TO HONOR QUAY 


Not a Wheel Wil! Turn Dur- 
ing Senator's Fu- 
neral. 


Beaver, Pa., May 3!1.—For two hours 
today the business pulse of Beaver val- 
ley ceased to throb while the remains of 
Matthew Stanley Quay were being low- 
ered to their final sepulcher in the little 
Beaver cemetery. Between the hours of 
2 and 4 p. m not a wheel revolved in 
any of the numerous mills and workshops 
in the towns of Beaver, Rochester, New 
‘Brighton, Beaver Falls and nearly a 
dozen ‘other centers for miles around. 

This place, Senator Quay’s old home, 
was early astir and long before 9 o'clock 
the streets were thronged. During the 
earlier hours of the morning the resi- 
dence of the late senator was closed to 
the: outer world and those who were 
closest to him in life spent the last hours 
with the dead free from intrusilo6n. 

At 9 o'clock a private service was held 
at the house and shortiy before 10 o'clock 
under guard of honor from the Beaver 
Grand Army of the Republic post, the 
remains were removed to the First Fres- 
byterian church, where for three hours 
the public was given an opportunity to 
look for the last time upon the face of 
the dead senator. 

At |! o’clock this afternoon the church 
was cleared until the arrival of the dele- 
gations from visiting dignitaries. The 
services began promptly at 2 o'clock and 
at their close the remains were at -once 
taken to Beaver cemetery for interment. 
The casket in which the remains of Sen- 
atory Quay were placed arrived in beaver 
taken to the Quay home.

New York, May 31.—Three days of 

leisure for the contemplation of stock 
market prospects did not result in any 
accession of speculative confidence. so 
oad a8 was revealed by the meager deal- 
_ and the halting and narruw fluctua- 
t Ons today. The market showed no es- 
tease change from its recent lethargic 
Character. The firm tone of the London 
market and the Saturday bank statement 
which was called favorable by the seme 
mentators, were worth a fractiona] rise 
— morning, which amounted to an 
arenas of about %. Prices then slipped 
ack to below last Friday's level. The 
nominal cause was the suspension of a 
firm on the cotton exchange, but al- 
though the failure wag announced as due 
to a defalcation with no bearing on mar- 
ket or financial conditions, the market 
failed to recover its lost ground. News 
of the day was not important, but it of- 
fered some more favorable features than 
for some time past. The market ignored 
these. The weekly crop bulletin of the 
weather bureau was encouraging as re- 
garded the winter wheat crop, and was 
distinctly hopeful for the start of the 
spring wheat crop. The cotton crop also 
was shown to have improved The tenor 
of the weekly talks’ by traffic officials of 
the railroads was distinctly affected by 
the brighter hopes’ felt for the crops 
wnrich have some effect in turning the 
downward tide of railroad traffic in evi- 
dence since the middle of April.
